New York, Dec. 22 (Special)"— 


A reduction of about 5203,000 an- 
nually in the electric rates of the 
Central Hudson Gas and Electric 
Corp., which serves Kingston and 
vicinity, was announced here by 
the Public Service Commission, ef- 
fective January 1. Nearly 77,000 
customers of the company in the 
Hudson valley will benefit by the 
rate reduction. The revision was 
initiated by the company. 


The utility's filing'shows that 


urban residential consumers will 
benefit to the extent of an esti- 
mated S52.000 annually. P.ural cus- 
tomers will receive a reduction of 
about S4S.OOO and about 5102,000 
will accrue to the benefit of com- 
mercial and industrial users. 


The principal reduction is in the 


minimum charge which is cut 
from $1 to 10 cents per month in 
urban areas and from $1 to 95 
cents in rural territory. In the 
urban areas, however, the amount 
of electricity allowed in the mini- 
mum charge is reduced from 12 to 
10 kilowatt hours.

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KEEP PEACE OR PERISH 


From some points of view, the most im- 


portant news of recent months is the series 
of articles released by a committee of scien- 
tists from Oak Ridge, Tenn., urging the 
world to wake up to the perils and potentiali- 
ties of the atomic age. 
The carefully pre- 


pared articles emphasize the impossibility of 
the United States keeping the atomic secrets 
to herself. The biggest secret is out now—it 
was let out when the bomb was dropped in 
'Japan and proof of its workability demon- 
strated. 
, The second part of the secret seems not 
much of a secret, either. The scientists say 
It is a "straightforward proposition" of 
bringing together enough plutonium to 
cause the atomic, explosion and then to con- 
trol that explosion until the desired moment. 
The Oak' Ridge men say details of these 
processes, machinery and the like, can be 
learned by any nation in from three to five 
years. They maintain, as has been said again 
'and again, that there is no defense against 
the bombs. Enemy agents could secrete bomb 
parts: in their suit cases, enter the country 
and, along with atomic rockets, at a pre- 
arranged time, lay waste all cities of 100,000 
or more, killing or maiming at least a fourth 
,of the population. There would be no 
''strength or resources with which to fighl 


back—it would be too late to try. 


The other side-of the atomic coin is a pic 


ture of superlative good to mankind from 
harnessing atomic energy. Atomic power 
plants can be a reality within a very few 


• .years. Cities can be air conditioned, freec 


from smoke and dirt. Atomic-driven ocean 
liners can operate for a lifetime with but one 
' fueling. 
; 
The menace or the good is worldwide. So 


must the control be.. The Oak Ridge men 
say the control must have teeth in it. They 
ought to know. 


DISILLUSIONMENT

Ing reports from Japan is a simple story o 
Japanese disillusionment. The workers com 
plain of their meals and are sore about the 
filthy barracks they have to live in, but thej 
don't seem mad at America—only at Japa 
nese leadership. And some of them say flatlj 
that they want democracy. 


It would probably be unwise to take al 


their statements at face value. "When tlv 
devil was sick, the devil a monk would be.' 
And a nation that has lived in one place and 
after one pattern for several hundred years 
does not quickly change its real character

'national" or "international" has nothing to do 
with it. Man did the research. It was the driving 
vill of man that produced the results. • 


It is also untrue that it was "only the tech- 


nical tricks of making the bomb" that Americans 
achieved in "collaboration with the English and 
he Canadians." Those "technical, tricks" were 
engineering and nicchanical processes of vast mag- 
nitude. Manufacturing is not a trick. It involves 
engineering and managerial capacity of the highest 
order, often amounting to genius. 
Without it we 


should have no electricity, no radio, no modern 
refrigeration, no automobiles, 
no airplanes, 


:urbine-drivcn ships, -no railroads, no frozen foods, 
no nylon hose, no X-ray machines in the hospitals, 
no atabrinc for sufferers of malaria, no sulfa drugs 
—none of most of the things we require irt 
our 


complicated lives.

It is stupid to attempt to keep any scientific 


:ruth or any manufacturing process secret, be- 
cause it cannot be done. The human mind will 
uncover the truth no matter who tries to hide it 
or overlay it with falsehood. 
As regards atomic 


fission, it is obvious-that too many minds arc 
working on it for any phase of it to remain long 
secret. 


But when these gentle ladies of the League of 


Women Voters say: "... The only hope of saving 
our civilization froirt atomic warfare Is to place 
the knowledge of the manufacture of the bomb 
under the'conlrol of the United Nations Organiza- 
tion," they are going a bit too far. Even the truth 
must be spoken with restraint. 
Nobody knows 


what the United Nations Organization is or will 
be. At present it seems to have become a series 
of secret and separate meetings of representatives 
of countries which are 
in disagreement upon 


everything except one point, namely, that they 
prefer to keep their disagreements secret. Over- 
laying the United Nations Organization arc a Big 
Five and a Big Three, and those who compose the 
Big Three do not speak to some who compose the 
Big Five.

The New York Times' Moscow 


correspondent, Mr. Brooks Atkin- 
son, reported on December 15 that 
Mr. James F. Byrnes, the "appeasr 
ingist" Secretary of State we have 
ever had, was lost for one hour 
in a blizzard over Moscow, on the 
afternoon of December 14. Mr. 
Byrnes and stall were on their 
way to attend a conference of the 
Big Three foreign ministers which 
opened on the following day. The 
pilot had great difficulty in find: 
ing a hole in the clouds in order 
to land. 


Although being lost 'in a diplo- 


matic 
blizzard—and ' we know 


that Mr. Byrnes' Hying trip to 
Moscow comes under the head of 
diplomacy—should not be a novel 
experience to our Secretary of 
State, he was seriously perturbed. 
Turning to a member of his staff 
on the wandering plane he re- 
marked: "I hope we don't crash 
into mountains." Mr. Charles E. 
Bohlen, an assistant and an oid 
Moscow hand, replied: "There are 
no mountains here." Mr. Byrnes 
then uttered words which should 
forever resound in 'the State De- 
partment at Washington: "Yes, 
but you don't know where here 
i." 
Now, Mr. Byrnes is a product 


of the schools of the great State 
of South Carolina, one of the 
pivots of the thirteen original 
colonies and a true bulwark of 
genuine Americanism. It must be 
that, when geography was taught 
in the Tarheel state. Mr. Byrnes 
was attending one of the fish-frys 
for which South Carolina is fam- 
ous. There are no mountains with- 
in fifteen hundred miles of Mos- 
cow. 


Yet .Jimmy Byrnes' apprehen- 


sion is signficant. lie was ap- 
proaching Moscow—and he was 
afraid he would hit the moun- 
tains.
